Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches an imaging assembly, and the method for its use, requiring various elements 
including a controller, detector array, scintillator assembly, collimator, 
electroluminescent panel, and logic adapted to operate and calibrate said assembly. 
However, prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an imaging assembly with an 
electroluminescent panel wherein said electroluminescent panel generates radiation 
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without receiving x-rays for the purpose of calibration, in the manner required by 
independent Claims 1,13, and 18. 

Claims 2-12, 14-17, and 19-21 are allowed based on their dependency upon 
Claims 1,13, and 18, respectively. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
